EDITORIALS 
MUDDLING THE ISSUES 


As the campaign that comes to a close with the 
election to be held Nov. 7th is néaring its end, it is be- 
coming clearer from day to day that the Republican 
Party is sadly deficient on party issues, either in the 
state or throughout the nation. Having no vital issues 
to present and having a dismal anti-labor record chalked 
up against most of their representatives in Congress and 
in our State Legislature, an effort is being made to. get 
Voters interested in and excited about their attacks on 
communism. 

Since the Democratic Party seems to be every bit 
as much opposed to communism as the Republicans are 
and both parties being apparently united in the fight 
against the communists of Korea, it does seem something 
rather ridiculous for the out-party to be attacking the 
party in power on a matter they are both agreed upon. 

Although the McCarthy charges have virtually van- 
ished in thin air as being without foundation there are 
Republicans who still fall back on those unfounded 
charges as their chief campaign issue. The result of all 
this is to muddle things so completely for the average 
voter that important issues are in danger of being lost 
sight of. Labor should concern itself with electing a 
Congress that will repeal the Taft-Hartley Act, and 
electing a Governor and a Legislature that will give 
Jabor a squarer deal than we have been getting of late 
in this state. 


LABOR AND THE PRESS 


Were it not for-the fact that labor cannot get the 
consideration which is its due in our daily papers, there 
would probably be no labor papers today. The fact that 
we have so many labor papers as we do in the United 
States is the result of a demand on the part of workers 
everywhere for a press of their own that comes out 
openly for the principles that organized labor is advo- 
cating. 

When the going gets tough labor turns to its own 
press and in the numerous battles that our unions have 
fought and won the labor press has played a large and 
important part in achieving those victories. One of the 
factors that has been largely overlookéd in connection 
with the election of 1948 is that the labor press was al- 
most solidly for the reelection of President Truman, 
while the daily press was almost unanimous in their op- 
position to him. | 

In the present election the labor press is the most 
Steadfast supporter of the friends of labor that are to 
be elected to our Congress and to our various state gov- 
ernments. If the country and this state elect a majority 
of our labor-endorsed candidates Nov. 7th one of the 
most helpful factors to bring that victory will be the 
labor press. Use your local labor papers to the utmost 
and help enlarge their circulation. 


* — CALIFORNIA CONGRESSMEN 


Up to the very day that Congress adjourned recently 
the anti-labor attitude of the Republican Congressmen 
from California and the much more favorable attitude 
of the Democratic Congressmen was an outstanding fea- 
ture. This was made clear on many test votes. 

The twelve Republican Congressmen from this state 
are solidly opposed to repeal of the Taft-Hartley law, 
while the eleven Democratic Congressmen are equally 
solidly in favor of repealing this anti-labor law. In 
many ways the repeal of the Taft-Hartley law holds a 
leading place in what concerns labor in the present na- 
tional election. 

Similar tendencies of these two parties were forc- 
ibly revealed in the closing days of the recent session of 
Congress. Not a single Republican Congressman from 
California voted against the Knowland amendment to 
the Social Security law, while all but one Democratic 
Congressman from this state did vote against it. On the 
McCarran bill there was not a single California Repub- 
lican Congressman who voted to uphold President Tru- 
man’s veto, while over half of our Democratic Con- 


gressmen did heed the appeal of labor in this state to| 


vote against that bad law. ; 

What all of this adds up to is that labor is being 
snubbed and ignored completely by our Republican 
Congressmen, while about all the consideration that la- 
bor does get in this state comes from the Congressmen 
from the Democratic Party. In this state labor better 
elect all the Democrats they possibly can to the coming 
Congrcss.

Joseph Keenan, director of La- 
bor’s League for Political] Educa- 
tion, said the labor press and the 
radio program of Frank Edwards 
were the only reliable media avail- 
able to organized labor to get its 
message to the people.

Keep Child Care 
Centers--Roosevelt 


A recommendation that Child 
Care Centers be established on a 
permanent basis has been made 
by James Roosevelt, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, in a state- 
ment issued in his behalf by Lang- 
don Post, Northern California 
campaign manager. 

“These centers should be made 
a permanent part of the state gov- 
ernment structure instead of being 
sustained by funds authorized at 
special legislative sessions as has 
been the case under the present 
Governor,” Roosevelt said. “It is 
economically sound that the Child 
Care Centers be established on a 
permanent basis.” 

Roosevelt contended that the 
present Governor did not include 
Child Care Centers in his’ budget 
at the last regular legislative ses- 
sion and only brought the subject 
into the special session after con- 
siderable public pressure. 

“The continuance of these cen- 
ters is vital,” said Roosevelt. “It 
has been pointed out that the Child 
Care Center program is at least 
50 per cent less expensive than 
relief costs. I shall support a 
Democratic legislative program 
based upon the statistics of the 
current birth rate, the probable 
increase in population through im- 
migration, and the _ estimated 
needs of our wage earning popula- 
tion.”

NEW SOCIAL SECURITY | 


Almost ‘everybody who works for 
wages will be under social security 
Bede. the new alw goes into effect 

in January. And nearly all other | 
workers who want to be. Mainly, | 
the groups not covered are farm- 
ers—who for the most part made 
no effort to get in—professional 
persons such as doctors, who didn’t 
want in, and various government 
employes groups who have zai 
ment funds of their own. 

Of special interest to women, the 
new law—in addition to bringing 
‘more people in and raising pay- 
ments so they are more in line 
with living costs—including the fol- 
lowing changes: } 

1—A wife of any age may get 
benefits if she has dependent chil- 
dren and her husband was a cov- 
ered worker. If she is only 30 when | 
her husband dies, for instance, she | 
starts to receive monthly checks. 
Up to now, only the children got | 
;monthly checks and the wife did 
| not—until she was 65, The change | 
‘ will enable more widows to keep | 
eases families together. 


2—A husband may receive ben- 
|efits at 65 on his wife’s social | 
| securitys account if he is dependent | 
/on her for support—if she is fully 
|insured when she retires at 65 or | 
'when shé died before that age.

| 3—A divorced wife, if she is| 

| caring for the insured worker’s 
| children, is entitled to benefits in 
| some instances, 


4—A retired worker, his wife or 
| widow, and minor children may | 
qualify for benefits without regard | 
to their financial resources such

you’ will cost a little more, if you 
make $3600 a year or more. The 
tax rate paid remains the same for | 
next year—or 1% per cent—but ! 
it will be collected on $3600 of a | 
person’s wages rather than on just 
$3000 as now. 

If the wage is exactly $3600 a 
year, the tax now will be $54 a 
year for the worker and a like 
amount for the employer. This 
means $108 into that worker’s ac- 
count during the year. That’s as/ 
much as anyone pays, for the tax | 
is not collected on anything above 
| $3600. The tax is less, of course, if 
the wage is less than $3600.

It’ was another Standard Oil 
heiress, Frances Payne _ Bolton, 
Cleveland Congresswoman, who 
headed Taft’s list of delegates in 
Ohio when he sought the GOP 
presidential nomination against 
Stassen. 

Taft is connected also with the 
House of Morgan through his own 
law firm, Taft, Stettinius and Hol- 
lister, one of Cincinnati’s most in- 
fluential corporation law firms, 
numbers among its clients the Mor- 
gan-controlled Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. 

The total picture of Tafts’ con- 
nections with big business is too 
complicated to be presented in a 
few words. Taft the politician is 
Mr, Big. It is to Taft that oil and 
steel trusts, the meat packers, the 
speculators and the great profit- 
eers look to protect them from 
such things as— 

Strong unions, which safeguard 
the rights and living standards of 
workers, 

Excess profits taxes, which 
would help equalize the sacrifices 
required by war.
